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We wish to call the attention of the citizens of Mount Desert 
to the matter of sewers. The proposed sewer from the Kimball 
House to the main sewer in Gilpatrick's Cove for which $1,500 was 
raised at the last annual town meeting was not built for the following 
reason. After having a survey of the proposed route made, we found 
the probable cost would be nearly $4,000. We did not feel justified 
in commencing .work on this sewer with so small an appropriation. 

The section is now drained over private property and it will be 
necessary for the town to take some action at the next annual town 
meeting to relieve the section before next summer, and an article will 
appear in the town warrant to raise additional money for the same. 

The work of extending the iron pipe in Gilpatrick's Cove was 
stopped late last fall by advice of the engineer in charge, who 
thought the conditions of weather unfavorable for continuing the 
work. There is still unexpended from this job $630.77 which we 
hope will finish the work, but it is quite impossible to make a close 
estimate on the labor of this work because the cost of laying pipe in 
deep water is very hard to estimate, but to be on the safe side we 
recommend an appropriation of $500 be raised for this work. 

The amount raised to build the sewer from Herbert Smallidge's 
to the sea was insufficient to complete the work. We expended 
about $250 more than the appropriation in order to extend the sewer 
far enough to accommodate such houses as had no proper drainage. 
There is quite an amount of pipe left from this job and to complete 
the work originally planned we think an appropriation of $250 should 
be made at the annual meeting. 

Some complaint was made last summer about the -amount of 
sewage emptying into Frazier's Cove in Northeast Harbor. The 
amount of sewage going this way could be lessened somewhat by 
extending the main sewer now ending near Ober's store to a point 
near C. H. Frazier's house and the town passing an ordinance 
obliging all houses that can drain any part of their plumbing into this 
extension and the main sewer to do so. We recommend that 
$1,000 be raised to construct this extension and that such ordinance 
be passed.

Note. — In asking for $2,800 it must be remembered that fuel 
is higher and that we shall have no balance from this year. And it 
is a question whether the growth in the other districts will make up 
the loss at Halls Quarry in the State schooi fund. 



It gives me great pleasure to report the doings of our schools 
during the present scholastic year to both the School Board and the 
other tax payers of this town, and to give to the town some idea at 
least of the doings and intentions of the School Bo^rd. 

It is to be hoped that the thinking public of our town will realize 
that both the Board and Superintendent recognize their imistakes 
and their failures along with their successes and that no upward 
movement in the line of progress is not without its criticisms. I 
have visited all the schools as directed by the school laws and to 
minimize the expense of superintendence I have had examina- 
tions throughout the town at the end of each term. This has been 
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a great help, also, in determining the qualifications of the teachers 
who have set the papers, and in giving me and the School Board a 
definite idea of the progress of each scholar from term to term. 
Of that progress and of those qualifications I am, under the circum- 
stances, entirely satisfied. 

As I said before in this report, and as will be found in the finan- 
cial part of it, certain school houses have been put in good repair, 
and, at my suggestion, articles have been placed in the town warrant 
by the Board asking for special appropriations, in the way of repairs, 
both at Seal Harbor and at Otter Creek, and I earnestly hope that 
sufficient sums will be raised to meet these evident and crying needs. 
The Seal Harbor school house needs plumbing and connection with 
the town sewer and better heating apparatus. 

There has been considerable difficulty at Seal Harbor to heat 
the two rooms, largely owing to the piping, and this has caused rea- 
sonable dissatisfaction among parents, and the whole matter ought to 
be thoroughly investigated and the difficulty corrected and at once. 

The school house at Otter Creek is sadly in need of repairs. 
It needs, in part, a new floor and modern seats and desks. I hope 
the town will vote to a man to raise the amount that will be recom- 
mended for these purposes by both the School Board and myself at 
the annual town meeting. 

I have looked into the matter, as I suggested 1 would in my 
report of last year, of consolidating the two schools at Otter Creek, 
and while I admit the many advantages and the situation there 
owing to town lines, I can also forsee the difficulties which such a 
movement would undoubtedly bring about, and, I am convinced, and 
so is the School Board of this town that the town of Mt. Desert had 
better run its own affairs without mixing itself up with the town of 
Eden, which it seems to me, must necessarily, in the course of 
events, bring about interminable difficulties. Knowing that such a 
movement was thought of, and knowing of certain statements that 
had been made with reference to this matter, 1 placed myself in 
communication with the School Board of the town of Eden, and I 
submit their answer for the consideration of all those who may hold 
opinions differing from my own.

Your communication of January 8th brought before the 
regular meeting of the Eden School Board. I was requested to in- 
form you that the School Committee of Eden do not care to con- 
sider any suggestions concerning consolidation of schools at Otter 
Creek; nor the matter of a joint superintendency. As yet the com- 
mittee have been unable to find any advantage to Eden in the in- 
ducements offered by the other gentlemen of your town.

When there is a real need in that district for a new school 
house the town will undoubtedly build as it has in other districts. 
I heartily recommend instead of the above project such repairs on 
the present building, which is so centrally located, so it will become 
entirely and absolutely satisfactory to the citizens of that community. 
To put the sincerity of this statement beyond a single doubt, special 
articles will be found in the town warrant for these purposes. 

It must be remembered that this special building has had other 
wear and tear in addition to its use as a school room, for during the 
past it has been used by the common consent of the town for many 
legitimate purposes. 

Some fault has been found, at least so I understand, with the 
so-called policy of the school board with reference to the changing 
of teachers. 

I would call attention to the fact that so long as a teacher gives, 
on an average, good service and preserves the respect and attention 
of her scholars, especially so when scholars actually send in to the 
superintendent for her return, it were folly to disturb her in her work. 
In the later up-to-date methods, in the best schools of our country, 
good teachers either actually die in the harness or are superanuated 
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owing to long and faithful service. Change for the sake of change 
is largely the spirit and product of our times. I myself prefer by all 
means a good teacher holding her post throughout the scholastic 
year and such is suggested to be the desire of our State Superinten- 
dent in the questions town superintendents are required to answer. 
But teachers are human and conditions often arise where the teach- 
ing of the same school from time to time becomes distasteful. And 
to urge a teacher to remain under such circumstances is certainly 
suicidal to the best interests of all concerned. It must be remem- 
bered that such changes are not always to the liking of the Board or 
Superintendent, but "what can't be cured must be endured." 

Northeast Harbor has met with rapid changes during the last few 
years and these changes have had their effect upon the young lads 
and lasses of the place. 

The temptations are growing from year to year and the all but 
unavoidable contact with those elements that are not always the best 
in the summer season has brought about results rather harmful to 
their best interests. The spirit of restlessness and mischief enters 
into our homes and in our schools and it has been clearly demon- 
strated that the new conditions must be met. 

I most heartily recommend to the School Board that they see 
to it that an A No. 1 male teacher, who is a good disciplinarian, be 
engaged for the next scholastic year to meet with the conditions to 
be found in this place, which the average female teacher is practically 
unable to overcome in lusty lads whose playful mischief is apt to 
lead up to the spirit of direct disobedience as the years roll on. The 
average woman has not the strength to battle the matter out and 
they are usually, being the weaker sex. more given to truces and 
peace than to challenge and battle. I frankly and fearlessly admit the 
situation and the error in judgment and trust the mistake will be 
immediately rectified by those who have it in their power so to do. 
There are those in the town, the few to be sure, for which I am 
thankful, who without any inside knowledge of the progress of a 
school in matters educational, who are swayed in their judgment con- 
cerning the real standing of a school, by occasional outbreaks which 
are colored and lose no weight in their transmission from mouth to 
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mouth beginning with the child's statements whose tendency is 
natural at that time of life to magnify. 

How many parents make it their business to visit the schools in 
their midst to note whether real work is being done and what the 
progress, if any, really is. It is the privilege and it is the duty of 
tax payers to talk school matters among themselves, but it is wise to 
investigate always into the real merits of the school first personally 
and whatever conclusion is arrived at it were wise to keep the results 
from the little ears who soon pick up the casual remark and make 
use of it in their school life oftentimes unconscious of the fact of 
such an influence. Parents ought to be more on their guard, for one 
single passing expression is viewed in. the form of license oftentimes 
by their little ones to the detriment of the whole school. 

Some fault has been found because of the -irregularity or the 
non-attendance of certain scholars. For this neither the Board nor 
Superintendent is to blame. The town failed last town meeting to 
elect even one truant officer whose business it is to attend to such 
matters, and 1 earnestly hope that in the selection of such officers, 
whose duties are many and important, judicious choice will be made, 
for much depends upon this in the coming year. Much that is ex- 
pected of the teacher, the Board and the superintendent by the 
public, really lies within the province of the truant officer, and, to 
presume upon the duties and responsibilities of his office, would, in 
the event of a test, prove unfortunate and harmful, from the legal 
point of view, to the other officers who might attempt it. 

The laws of 1 90 1 evidently are not known and understood by 
the public. These laws designate the duties and the powers of all 
connected with our schools. The authority that was invested in the 
old time teacher has been in these later times divided up among the 
teacher and the different school officials, and, while we may deplore 
the red tape we are bound to recognize the situation. The duties of 
the several officials of our schools are to be found in the school laws 
of Maine, 1901. Before judgments are passed it were wise to know 
just what is demanded of each one in his respective position. On 
these grounds I again emphasize the need of a wise choice in truant 
officers for the ensuing year. 
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I made it a point to visit the Normal school at Castine twice 
during the year to get hold of information with reference to the best 
methods of teaching, and to be able to speak with some knowledge 
and authority on the plans in mind among the best educators of the 
state. It is needless to say 1- profited by these visits. I was enabled 
to procure the services of some excellent teachers and was brought 
in touch with others who are now pursuing their course. As my 
hands were somewhat tied I could not make bargains on the spot 
and thereby lost valuable material for our schools, but I have no one 
to blame for the agreement was between myself and the Board to 
the effect that I should nominate and the Board veto any selection 
and fix the rate of salary. 

In carrying on the work I, have avoided any radical changes, but 
the work, while slow, is on the upward grade and in the end I believe 
this method to be the best. 

I am glad to say that five young ladies from the town have 
been attending the Castine Normal with a view to fitting themselves 
as teachers in their own town. One, I am sorry to say, was obliged 
through illness, to return home. She is one of the promising teach- 
ers of the future and I am sorry there should come this break. 
Home material ought to have by all means the preference and every 
effort shouid be made to encourage them in their praiseworthy effort. 
I heartily thank the Board for all their confidence and kind assist- 
ance. I have met with every kindness and courtesy from the Board. 
I also thank the public for their patience and interest and confidence, 
I have gone into detail matter at some length, I admit, but the 
questions in school matters are of vital importance and no real 
intelligent idea of the condition of things and needs outside of the 
financial part of this report can be given by few and detached 
statements. 

The deep significance and importance of all these matters may 
not at the moment come home to the people of this town at the first 
hearing but on reflection and consideration and projection into the 
future coupled with the thought as to what has been in the past 
years, they will force themselves home and through all the mistakes 
which are frankly admitted, the School Board and myself feel con- 
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fident that a note of progress will be understood and foundations of 
greater things that shall be, in a hazy sort of a way at least, will be 
seen. 

If I have not made myself clear and understandable in all these, 
to me, points of interest, I beg the patience of the reader on the 
ground of those fresh cares and responsibilities and worriments that 
have been mine since entering in upon the duties of the office. All 
of these matters will be more intelligently presented to the tax 
payers at the annual town meeting both by myself and the School 
Board.
